The weather in Sydney during August 
woh intensely cold.

The bill to enable three-fourths of a jury 
to rolurn a verdict was deleated in tho As- 
sembly by 17 to 11 voles. 

Kerosene shale has boon found on a farm 
near Dlawara. 

Tho Sydney gold coin is to bo mado cur- 
rent in Great Britain at par. 

A bill to authorize the punishment o 
drunkards has passed the Sydney Assembly 
and Council. 

Sydney is to be completely paved and tho 
roads and streets generally improved. 

The Singleton Agricultural ami Horticul- 
tural Exhibition, during ihe last week of 
August, was a brilliant atlair. The Gov- 
ernor also opened the new bridge during 
this time. 

Victoria. 

Tho new Governor of Victoria, Sir J. If. T, 
Manners Sutton, K. (J. B, arrived in Mel- 
bourne on August l5ih, and was duly sworn 
in tho next day. On August 22d he held 
his firsl levuo in Ihe Exhibition Building, 
Lady Manners Sutton aud her daughter were I relurr 
present. KOt a 

The doclor, first, seoond and third oflieer 
of the emigrant ship Palmtree, have been 
fined and imprisoned for indecently assault- 
ing several of the female passengers while on 
Ihe high seas. 

From our Melbourne files we extract the 
following ; 

The Government of Victoria having refused 
to contribute towards the Panama, Now 
Zealand und Australian line, found that their 
mails were left behind, all hough forwarded 
to New Zealand in limo. The only way that 
such mails can be sent by lha Panama route 
will bo by way of Sydney, at an increased 
rate of postage. 

The Australia News of July 27th slates 
that during the present year 959 804 ounoos 
ol gold have boen sent from Melbourne to 
England. From Juno 58th to July 14th, 
lour ships lelt this port with do less than 
202,160 ounces of tho precious me al, ol which 
about -10,000 ounces were the product! oi New 
Zealand. The export ol wool from the same 
port since the commencement of this year is 
52,090 bales. 

Queensland and Brisbane. 
A financial crisis has taken ploco in 
Queensland, and is likely to be very ;erious. 
It otiginaled with the failuo of Agra & Mus- 
lorman's Hunk in London an I Fast Indies. 
The Government tried to remedy the crisis 
by un issue ol $1,000,000 in Treasury notes 
or "greenbacks." and the question came up 
in the Assembly and was deleated. Tho 
Ministry then resigned. The next Ministry 
passed through both houses a bill lor the 
issue ol 51,500,000 in Treasury bonds at 10 I 
per cent. This is considered disastrous upon 
the colony. A political cri.-is onsned, and 
other ministries havo since been in office. 
Business has beon suspended and great il in- 
to i is ovideut. In consequence el Governor 
Brown's opposition to the Treasury note 
scheme, tho colonists, at a public meeting, 
resolved to petition the Quoen ol Great 
Britain for his recall. 

The Queensland Daily Guardian slates 
that unreal deal of excitement was occasion- 
ed at Brisbane on Tuesday, July 21th by the 
Stoppage of payment by tho Bank ol Queens, 
luii J ; but that there is no duubt that iu a 
short timo the bank would resume payment, 
and no less whatever would accrue to deposit- 
ors or holders ol notes belonging to tho haul;. 
The liabilities of tho hank amount to $123, 
200, and its assets to £361,900. The major 



Tasmania. 

Tho Tasmanian papers aro rather meagre 
of interesting news. 

Tlie Govornor of tho colony opoood tho 
Parliament on July 31st. 

A monument to Sir John Frankiiu has 
lately been erected in Hobart Town. 

By a late return it nppcurs that tho area of 
Tasmania, exclusive of islands aud lakes, is 
15,671,500 acres; urea of alienated land, 
348,010 acres; area of unalienated land, in- 
cluding, lakes, 13,374,990 acres. Estimating 
the population at 95,000 souls, that gives 
rather more than 35,000 acres of alienated 
land for every man, woman and child in the 
colony. 

Now Zealand. 

By tho last steamer (ram Panama wo havo 
Now Zealand dates of September 9th : 

The Cook's Strait submarine cable was 
laid successfully on August 17th. Telegraphic 
communication can now bo had between 
Wellington and tho whole important part of 
Middle Island. 

Tho " natives," or Indians ol tho Northern 
Island aro slated, semi-ollieially, lo number 
not more than 30,000. 

A project ia on foot to light tho city of 
Wellington with gas. The capital (£10,000), 
is lo bo raised by 1,000 shares at $50 per 
share on limited liability. 

Fire alarm towers aro being erected in 
Wellington (or tho purpose of calling to- 
gether the brigade in case of firo. 

Building is going on rapidly in Wellington. 

The city of Auckland had been tho scene 
of several very disastrous fires, tho supposed 
work of incendiaries. Tho ollices of tho 
Panama Steam Navigation Company, the 
VVaitomata Hotel, with other oflices and 
stores were destroyed bv firo on tho night of 
August 27lh. Loss ubout 3100,000. Insured 
in London und Australian ollices to nearly 
half tho amount. 

From Taranaki and Hawks's Bay the 
principal news consists of tho sticcosslul 
working of ihe oil springs. 

On the 7th of August a largo firo broke 
out in Nelson, N. Z , destroying three hotels, 
the Temperuneo Hall, the Young Men's 
Christian Association, nnd thirteen other 
buildings. Loss about $60,000. 

A rumor was circulated that gold in largo 
quantities was to be found near Terawiti ; 
but it was discovered to be canard which 
soon failed to gain believers. 

Wellington will doubtless be chosen as tho 
headquarters in Australasia for tho Panama, 
Now Zealand and Australian line of steam- 
ors, which arc now already being repaired in 
that port. 

The following ollicial changes havo boon 
announced iu the Government organ, as from 
the office of the Private Secretary of Wel- 
lington, under date of August 2-lth : 

Colonial Treasurer — Hon. William Fitz- 
herbert, in tho place of Hon. Francis Jollic, 
resigned. 

Pat/Master General — Hou. John Halt, in 
ho place ol Hon. James Patterson, resigned. 

Commissioner of Customs — Hon. James 
Crowe Richmond, in tho place of Hon. An- 
drew Hamilton Russell, resigned. 

The Hon. James Larkins O. Richardson 
has been appointed a member of the Execu- 
tive Council, iu addition to tho threu gentle- 
men above enumerated. 



NoElnation for Civic Ollices, 

At 12 m., yesterday, Sheriff Adamson 
proceeded to call on tho electors of the city 
to nominate suitable persons for tho offices 
of Mayor and Councillors. About 150 per- 
sons were present. 

Mayor Franklin proposed W. J. Macdonald 
for the office of Mayor. Mr Macdonald, he 
said, was a gentleman known favorably to all 
(hear.) If iheeleolors wanted a man who 
would override all the conventionalities of 
lile, and forget all that wo were struggling 
lor, Mr Macdonald was not their man. But 
if they wanted a man who would as it were 
"pour oil on the troubled waters," and who 
would perform the duties faithfully, Mr 
Macdonald was their mun. A Mayor should 
never cringe to those above him ; but 
it would be quite as improper to ignore those 
in power or lo shako his list in the face of 
u Governor, or meet him With a drawn 
sword instead of the palm of peace. II n 
proper man were not returned lor Mayor, the 
citizens would make a very great mistake, 
for the Corporation were now known to pos- 
sess great power Tho seat of Government 
would eventually he lixed hero, if we showed 
ourselves worthy of it; but wo should neither 
have that or any other favor extended us if 
wo were improperly represented (hear.) II 
Mr .Macdonald was ol cted they would have a 
man who would uphold tho dignity of the 
olfieo, would treat his Councillors properly, and 
would he in every way worthy of tlio posi- 
tion.

Her party of 
1G, will winter at Plover Buys, Left there 
the Manuella and Martha bound to San 
Francisco; the former had on board Hi hands 
of thu brig Victoria, of the Sandwich Islands, 
disabled north of Behrings Straits by losiug 
her rudder in the ieu.

The ioo was closing 
in very fast, and thoy had as much as lliey 
could do to get away. The telegraph parly 
were all well aud in aood spirits.

Wo Her Mnjesty'fl Loyal Subjeets the 
Mayor and citiz:i:8 of Victoria, beg cordially 
to welcome you as our Governor and would 
also extend our congratulations to .Mrs Sey- 
mour on her safe arrival at her now homo. 

Believing thai you deairo the well being 
of every p irtijt) ol the Colony, and will readi- 
ly support all measures calculated to promote 
Iho general good, we earnestly hope that 
under tuo Divine Blessing your Excellency's 
administration may oooduce to tbo growth 
and prosperiiy ol the united Colony. 
(■Signed ) 

My the Mayor and Cocnciulom, 
And n largo number of citizens. 

His Excellency, who received the deputa- 
tion courteously, replied as lollows : 

Mrt Mayor and Gentlemen, — 1 rccoive 
with much gratitude the address which you 
liavo presented to me on my arrival in this 
Colony. Mrs Seymour will likewise feel 
greatly indebted to you for your kind recep- 
tion. I am fully aware that lowotoyour 
loyulty alone the address I now receive, hut I 
trust tho time is not far distant when I may 
deserve some personal friendship at your 
hands. His Excellency remarked that be 
should not bode facto Governor of this Colony 
for some days, and he was about to leave for 
the other Colony : but on his return, ho hoped 
to meet the gentlemen of tho deputation 
again and have a talk over mailers.

May it please your Excellency, iho Fire 
Department of Victoria beg respectfully to 
congratulate your Excellency upon your safe 
return to these shores. 

Acknowledging and appreciating as we do 
the deep interest which your Excelleiiuy on 
all occasions formerly manifested in those 
institutions having tor their object the pub- 
lic good, we fuel oonBdeut that the now 
era in our Colonial history about to ho in- 
augurated by your Excellency, will be one of 
prosperiiy, not only lo the Uuitud Colonies, 
but to this Department. 

Your Excellency will be pleased to learn, 
that, notwithstanding the obstacles which 
have unavoidably arisen during the present 
year, depriving the department of public sup-
